The Harrison revival, which has been 


in progress at the First M. E. church for 
two weeks, ia reaching out gradually in 
its influence and power, as was witnessed 
at the close of the exhortation last night 
when over CO seekere knelt at the altar 
37 of whom had not been there at any 
previous meeting. Over 30 of the senou 
ones professed conversion and there was 
general rejoicing led by Mr. Harrison. 
The young evangelist commenced the 
meeting by the usual song and prayer 
service, and based his feeling exhortation 
from a text taken from 
Corinthians: 


"If ye seek Me with the whole heart 1 
will be found of tbee; if ye seek me not I 
will cast theeoff forever." The appeal 
to the serious was a powerful effort, and 
resulted in affecting many persona m the 
vast congregation who are not members 
of any religious society. The audience 
room was packed to the doors rmd the in- 
terest was intense. 


Mr. Harrison will commence another 


week of revival service to-night at the 
usual hour. 


The efforts o£ Mr. Harrison in Decatur 


have been attended with the most won- 
derful results. During his stay here the 
revival services each afternoon and even- 
ing have been attended by hundreds of 
people, many of whom came from a great 
distance, and to date about 230 persons 
have been converted, with a prospect of 
the number being increased to 500. 


A SKRTOH OP KEY. HARBISON. 


The following is a brief sketch of the 


life of the boy preacher as published m a 
Ran Francisco paper: "Richard Harrison, 
of English descent, sailed over M years 
ago with his wife from Nova Scotia to 
Boston, where he has resided ever since, 
and is now carrying on a prosperous 
business. Rev. Thoman Harrison is the 
eldest son of Richard Harrison, and the 
only surviving member of a family of 
three children. He was born on Christ- 
mas day, 1851!. He dates the foundation 
of his evangelical career (13 years ago) 
from the shock he experienced on the 
death of a younger brother, which oc- 
curred in 18G9. Mr. Harrison was at this 
time away from home. He had SOUP 
to 


New Brunswick on a pleasure trip, but 
on hearing of his sad bereavement, ho 
hastened hcme, and 'from that moment 
his soul knew no peace until he found 
rest in Jesus Christ.' His own position 
before God as a sinner unforgiven, was 
brought vividly before him by the Holy 
Spirit. The death of his brother (Fred.) 
created such an impression on him that 
the only consolation for his bereavement 
was his conversion. This happened un- 
der the most singular circumstances. On 
New Year's Eve of 1869, he was walking 
along Washington street, Boston. It was 
midnight, and, as ho stood by an old 
lamp-post, in the middle of a snow bank, 
his thoughts went back to the days when 
his brother, just dead, was his daily com- 
panion, who shared his joys and ills, but 
was snatched away by death without any 
warning. The bells struck the knell of 
the dying year, and ho breathed a short 
prayer, and, as the last toll sounded, he 
heard a thousand voices proclaim a happy 
new year, and then promised to conse- 
crate himself to God. At that time Mr. 
Harrison was employed as a clerk in a 
store; but Providence had other work for 
him to fulfill, and, by the wise counsel of 
an esteemed friend, the Bev. Daniel Rich- 
ards, pastor of the Dorchester Methodist 
Church, he at once commenced a course 
of training for the ministry. He entered 
as a student at Wilbraham Acadaemy, of 
which the Rev. Edward Cook waa at the 
time principal, and after studying a short 
time he commenced to preach in the 
churches in the neighborhood. 
Such an 


mpreesion did his preaching make that 
people for miles came expressly to hear 
jim, and he suddenly became famous. 
While still a student he was licensed to 
preach 
by the Methodist 
Episcopal 


church, being then only a youth of 17 
years of age. He was after this received 
by the Brooklyn lay college, under the 
care of Dr. Talmage. 
Mr. Hnrrisou at- 


tended the meetings of the General Con- 
ference at Baltimore, and during his visit 
preached with marked success in the 
Utah church. The services were attend- 
ed by many ministers of the Baltimore 
churches, who were much struck by the 
evidences of pulpit power in one BO 
young. 


FOKMKlt UEVlVAI*. 


In 187C Mr. Harrison conducted a six 


weeks' revival at Baltimore, when hun- 
dreds were converted; and at East Balti- 
more 1,000 were saved. For six consecu- 
tive months he conducted a meeting at 
Philadelphia, when over 1200 were con- 
verted. Ho preached for nine weeks in 
Talmage's Tabernacle at Brooklyn, with- 
out any abatement whatever. Twelve ' 
hundred conversions were the fruits of 
the harvest. Many of these were persons 
belonging to other cities. One night when 
the question was raised in the tabernacle, 
"What Shall We Do?" Dr. Talmago put 
the question and said: "I ask all those 
whose common sense tells them it is bet- 
ter to go on for two or three evenings 
longer, to manifest their desire by rising.1' 
All of the 5,000 arose. Dr. Talmage, a 
Presbyterian minister, then announced 
the continuance of the meetings of Sir. 
Harrison, a Methodist revivalist, and said 
very distinctly in a determined manner: 
"I 'wish, as a part of our approbation of 
the valuable services rendered by our 
brother, that we all express our heartfelt 
and unqualified approval of the way m 
which he works. His services eerta-nly 
eclipse the ways of all the other evangel- 
ists that the church has ever seen." Mr. 
Harrison spent 20 consecutive weeks at 
Indianapolis during the summer of 1881, 
and nearly 1300 persons were registered 
&9 soundly converted^
